Hundred years ago, standing straight above 
trenches that Turkish army had just abandoned, 
hit by a Turkish bullet, fell Misajle Gjurchinov 
Joveski. According to the witnesses present on the 
spot, his fellow comrades from the Macedonian- 
Adrianopolitan Volunteer Corps, he stood deaf to 
their cries to lie down in the abandoned trenches 
or he will face death, he just replied: "It does not 
matter; I am pleased to see their back, to see them 
fleeing!" 

And that is how he perished-he saw their back, 
they saw his grave. 

Former Vojvoda (leader of the Revolutionary 
group) and county chief of Rabetinkol (Kichevo 
region), Misajle today is totally forgotten and 
almost buried under the pile of multitude of other 
information from that stormy period of his 
participation in the Macedonian liberation cause 
from 1893 to 1912. Only few reports and really not 
explicit ones are pointing toward him. But the 
stories of his life were repeatedly told by his 
contemporaries, remembered by few of his 
grandchildren, and explored and proved by his 
great-grandchildren, with one and only goal- 
pursuit of truth! 

This humble text is an attempt to throw more light 
on his story!

THAT COUNTRY WAS MACEDONIA." 
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ALANKA GERLOVICH WAS BORN IN LJUBLJANA IN THE YEAR 1919. SHE GAINED HER ARTISTIC EDUCATION 
AT THE "ACADEMY FOR FINE ARTS" IN ZAGREB, STUDYING WITH THE FAMOUS PROFESSORS KRSTO 
HEGEDUSIC - DRAWING AND VLADIMIR BECIC - PAINTING. 



AFTER GRADUATION SHE COME BACK IN LJUBLJANA, BUT SOON AFTER THE ARREST OF HER FATHER AT THE 
BEGINNING OF 1944, SHE JOINED THE PARTISAN MOVEMENT AND DURING THAT TIME SHE WORKED IN A 
GRAPHIC STUDIO. AFTER WORLD WAR II SHE LIVED IN LJUBLJANA WORKING AS AN ART TEACHER. 

ONE OF THE MOST FERTILE PERIODS IN HER CAREER WAS DURING HER VACATIONS IN MACEDONIA, 
BETWEEN 1953 AND 1957, WHEN SHE VISITED BITOLA, PRILEP, SKOPJE, OHRID AND MANY OF OUR 
MACEDONIAN VILLAGES, THAT SHE USES IN MANY OF HER WORKS. THIS "MACEDONIAN CYCLE" INCLUDES 
OVER 600 WORKS IN THE CAREER OF THIS ARTIST, AND IS A SEPARATE CHAPTER OF HER ART COLLECTION. 
IN 2003, GERLOVICH DONATED PART OF THE COLLECTION "MACEDONIAN DRAWINGS" TO THE 
SLOVENIAN ETHNOGRAPHIC MUSEUM. 

SHE FOUND INSPIRATION FOR HER ARTISTIC WORKS IN THE TRADITIONAL MACEDONIAN COSTUME, 
WILDLIFE, AS WELL AS MACEDONIAN ARCHITECTURE. HER PAINTINGS CAN TAKE YOU ON A JOURNEY 
THROUGH MACEDONIAN PAST. IN LOVING MEMORY SHE LEFT US HER PLEASANT THOUGHT: 

"I WANTED TO SEE IT, EXPERIENCE IT, AND ILLUSTRATE THAT DISTANT COUNTRY OF MY LONGING DESIRE. 
THAT COUNTRY WAS MACEDONIA." 

HER EXHIBITION NAMED "MACEDONIAN DRAWINGS" WAS DISPLAYED IN THE MUSEUM OF MACEDONIA IN 
2001, WHERE THE MACEDONIAN PUBLIC HAD THE OPPORTUNITY TO CLOSELY ACQUAINT ITSELF WITH THE 
CRAFTSMANSHIP OF THIS ACADEMIC ARTIST FROM SLOVENIA.

A GIRL FIGHTS THE TURKS TO FREE 

MACEDONIA 



When we think about Macedonia's struggle 
for freedom from Ottoman rule, we immediately 
envision brave, burly revolutionaries named 
'Komiti' who gladly gave their lives to secure a 
better future for this land. This stereotype is 
dismissed by a young, twenty six years old 
Macedonian girl, who in the struggle for national 
and economic freedom of the Macedonian people, 
boldly stood side by side with her male 
compatriots. 

Unlike other Macedonian fighters of 
that period her life and struggle in 
Macedonia is rarely mentioned and barely 
anyone knows about it, but fortunately 
it remained engraved in the articles 
of the American press, which sympathetically 
viewed the selfsacrifice of this Macedonian 
'Amazon'. 



In the article "A girl fights the Turks to free 
lyiacedonia", published in the American Journal 
"Albuguergue evening citizen" on September 15, 
1905 (p. 7) it was written: 

"A girl of 26 has enlisted in the Macedonian 
revolutionary army and is marching through the 
Macedonian mountains with bands of 
revolutionists, fighting the Turks with all the 
energy and fire of a trained soldier. The modern 
Amazon is Miss Christina Atanova. She is a woman 
of culture, and was formerly a school teacher in 
Macedonia. 

Recently several of her scholars, young 
children, were bruttaly murdered by a roving band 
of Turkish soldiers, and Miss Atanova narrowly 
escaped a worse fate for herself. This incident 
caused her to give up teaching , and she pledged 



her life for her country. She enlisted in the 
insurrectionist corps and has developed into an 
expert guerilla fighter. 
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Miss Atanova is known to all the 
revolutionists as the "Mascot of Macedonia" for 
whenever she is with a band she brings luck. Miss 
Atanova is a crack shot, and has killed five Turks in 
small skirmishes besides having participated in 
several battles." 

The news about this brave Macedonian girl 
was transmitted in multiple american press media 
from that time. Some of them were: "Desert 
Evening News" (December 15, 1903 and December 
11, 1905), "The Syracuse Journal" (September 8, 
1905), "The Spokane Press" (September 11, 1905), 
"Amsterdam NY Evening Recorder" (October 7, 
1905), "Southern Mercury United" (October 12, 
1905) and others. 

We hope that with this article, at least in 
some amount we will contribute to inform the 
general Macedonian public, that the freedom 
which we enjoy in Macedonia nowadays is a result 
not only of the brave Macedonian men, but also 
women alike.

THE VILLAGE OF 

ZRNOVO 



The former village, now a small town called Zrnovo 
is situated in the Zrnovo valley, in the eastern part 
of Aegean Macedonia. The Zrnovo valley is to be 
found in a wonderful geographic location and it 
represents a bridge between the Aegean Sea in the 
south (approx. 50 - 60 km to the south), and the 
beautiful mountain of Pirin on the north. The river 
flowing in this region is called the Zrnovo river, 
which in the southern part of the valley joins 
together with the rivers named Peshternik and the 
Dolnobrod river. 

From a historical point of view, Zrnovo shares the 
fate of Macedonia. It was often preyed upon by 
various invaders, but it also gave birth to many 
freedom fighters and revolutionaries. The Zrnovo 
valley became part of the Macedonian state in the 
time of the rule of the Macedonian king Philip II in 
the IV-th century BC. In the ll-nd century BC this 



region as well as the rest of Macedonia fell under 
the authority of the Roman Empire and remained 
ifs part until 335 AD, when after the division of the 
Roman Empire, Zrnovo remains under the rule of 
Byzantium. In the IX-th century a part of 
Macedonia including Zrnovo fell under the rule of 
the Bulgarian state. After the collapse of the first 
Bulgarian kingdom, this region became once more 
part of the Byzantine Empire, after which 
Byzantine rule consolidated. This part of 
Macedonia was never incorporated in the state of 
Tsar Samuel, who despite his efforts, never 
succeeded to expand further than the city of Ser. 
We must point out the penetration in this region, 
by the Serbian Tsar Dusan which happened in 
around 1345. In 1371 Zrnovo together with whole 
of the rest of Macedonia fell under the rule of the 
Ottoman Turks. For the first time in the history of 
the Greek state, Zrnovo became its part in 1913, 



only after the Balkan Wars and the Treaty of 
Bucharest. This situation prevails to this day 
despite the short occupations by Bulgaria in the 
time of the First and the Second World War. 

All these historical events in and around this 
region generated great activity and involvement of 
the population in the Macedonian 
revolutionary movements. The population from 
this region took part in the Kresna Uprising, where 
one of its leaders was Stojan Karastoilov, a native 
of the Zrnovo region. In addition to that Zrnovo 
also gave many fighters in the Uprising in Razlovci. 
After the foundation of IMRO (Internal 
Macedonian Revolutionary Organization), 

Zrnovo was organised as part of the revolutionary 
district with its center in Ser, which was 
considered as one of the more active ones. It has 
been recorded that one of the famous 
revolutionary leaders who acted in this region was 
Atanas Teshovski. It is interesting to note that 
during the Drama Uprising in 1941 organized by 
the communist party of Greece in which 
Macedonians participated, upon the liberation of 
the city Prosechen, a public speech in the 
Macedonian language was held. The Macedonians 
from this region also took part in the Greek Civil 
War. For example a participant in the armed forces 
of DAG (Democratic Army of Greece) from Zrnovo 
was Gjorgji Hadzipetrov. 

From everything said before the land in and 
around Zrnovo gave significant figures and 
contributed to the historical events in Macedonia, 
despite the relatively small number of its 
population. According to the Ottoman census from 



the XV-th century Zrnovo had 171 'infidel families' 
and only one Muslim family. 




As a result of the process of converting to Islam in 
the first half of the XlX-th century, in Zrnovo there 
were 240 Christian and 40 Muslim families. 
According to the first censuses of the new Greek 
government established in 1913, Zrnovo had about 
2000 residents. Already in 1940 the population 
increased to around 3300, but this is not due to 
natural population growth but as a result of 
massive colonization by Greek refugees from 
various coastal parts of Turkey. However after 
World War II the number of people slides down to 
about 2700. This reduction was directly damaging 
the Macedonian element of the population, which 
due to historical events and unbearable life, left its 
homeland and sought refuge across the border 



into Bulgaria or in the Republic of Macedonia as 
part of the Yugoslav federation. All these historical 
disadvantages that have occurred in this part of 
Macedonia contributed Zrnovo to have only a tiny 
indigenous Macedonian population today. The 
descendants of the refugees from this region can 
be found throughout the eastern part of the 
Republic of Macedonia, mainly in Shtip and the 
vicinity of Sveti Nikole, as well as across Bulgaria, 
mostly in Sofia, Blagoevgrad, Varna, etc... Today 
the official name of Zrnovo is Kato Nevrokopion. 
This is due to the state policy of Greece for 
changing all the toponyms in the territories it had 
occupied in 1913, regulated under the Law on 
renaming villages, cities and small towns, brought 
into force in September 1926. The purpose of this 
Act is clear and consisted of Greek assimilation of 
the newly occupied territories. This Policy of the 
Greek state did not omit neither Zrnovo nor its 
surroundings. From then on, the new name of 
Zrnovo was Kato Nevrokopion. He who 
understands Greek, will realize that "Kato" means 
"lower", and therefore the new name for Zrnovo 
means "Lower Nevrokop". "Nevrokop", as a 
consequence, derives from the location of Zrnovo 
in regards to the city of Nevrokop, located north of 
it. Ironically, such a change of the name is in 
opposition to the objectives set forth by the Law 
for the renaming of toponyms. Namely, the city of 
Nevrokop (Goce Delcev) is located in the Pirin part 
of Macedonia, which is today part of the Republic 
of Bulgaria. Thus, precisely this renaming of Zrnovo 
instead of achieving Greek assimilation and erasing 
the past, in fact only confirmed the historic fact of 
the natural linking and the unity of the territory of 
Macedonia. Just for clarification, with the drawing 



of the borders in 1913, Zrnovo remained in 
Greece, and Nevrokop to which city it always 
naturally gravitated remained in Bulgaria. Because 
of this the whole region around the Zrnovo valley 
had to orient itself towards the new administrative 
center in the city of Drama. In this way, the naming 
of Zrnovo as "Lower" in regards to the "Upper" 
Nevrokop which remained on the other side of the 
border, only confirmed the irrationality of the 
state policy of Greece, which hoped that with the 
changing of the toponyms it will be able to alter 
the facts and change the historical reality. 
Unfortunately even now, after 85 years, this same 
policy is applied by Greece in its foreign policy 
towards its northern neighbor, the Republic of 
Macedonia.

C. BENJAMIN TRACY'S NOVEL 
"IN THE THEATER OF THE WORLD" 



Tamed a wild stallion at age thirteen. 
Learned the sciences, philosophy and literature at 
the Academy of Aristotle. Appointed regent of his 
nation and won his first battle at age sixteen.

"I organized the 
manuscript," says Tracy in Makedonska Nacija,

life on a stage. Thus, the novel's style and theme is 
theater." The novel, translated into Macedonian 
from the American edition by Darko Miovski, is a 
new addition to the genre of historical fiction, 
unique in its lyrical, narrative style. A map and 
illustrations by various artists throughout the book 



further enhance the memoir, including the 
author's original sketches. Tracy's inspiration to 
write the book was a combination of fascination, 
enthusiasm and passion for Alexander the Great 
and his homeland of Macedonia, driven by a need 
to give him a voice, and to give life to the 
landscape and culture of ancient Macedonia. 
"Take from my reminiscence what you wish," says 
Alexander in the novel's prologue, "for I have 
withheld nothing, revealing all of my phases, light 
and dark..." 

Other literary works of C. Benjamin Tracy 
appear in "UMD Voice" and "Zadruga". Interviews 
with the author by Aleksandar Donski appear in 
"UMD Voice", the "Macedonian News" Toronto, 
courtesy of editor Liljana Ristova, the "Australian-
